We, David T. Zwolinslci and Kevin R. WiJIctt are tbe naraed inventors on tlie 
above-referenced application and hereby declare as follows: 

1. This Declaration is to establish (i) the conception of the invention of this 
appUcation in the United States at a date prior to July 30, 2003, which is believed to be 
the effective date of US Patent Application Publication No, US2004/0060242. as cited by 
tlie examiner, and (ii) due diligence from a date prior to the cfFoctive date to a 
constructive reduction to practice by the October 1 7, 2003 filing the present application. 

2. We aj-e the inventors of the present application. 

3. To establish the date of conception of the invention of ibis application, the 
following attached documents are submitted as evidence: 
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(a) A redacted copy o f two photocopied pages of drawings from an internal 
Invention Disclosure form, of the assignee of the present application. These pages are 
incorporated as pages 4 and 5 of the present submission, and have been redacted to 
remove specific recitation of the dates and certain document identifiers. Each of these 
two pages was signed and dated by two witnesses, Mr. Marion A. Royse and Mr. A. John 
Rigby, as well as ourselves prior to July 30, 2003; and 

(b) A redacted copy of four photocopied pages of the Tnvention Disclosure 
accompanying the two drawing pages is attached. These pages are incorporated as pages 
6-9 of the present submission, and have been redacted to remove speci fic recitation of the 
dates and certain document identifiers. These pages of the Invention Disclosure were 
signed and dated by two witnesses, Mr. Marion A. Royse and Mr, A. John Rigby, as well 
as ourselves prior to July 30, 2003. 

4. Duly diligent efforts were made from prior to July 30, 2003 tlirough October 
17, 2003^ the filing date of the present application. These efforts included drafting of the 
present application by counsel, review and analysis of the application by ourselves, and 
conferences with counsel on the revisions. Each of these activities occurred between 
before July 30, 2003 and tlie October 1 7, 2003 filing date of the present application. 

5. The diligent efToits from prior to July 30, 2003 tlirough October 17, 2003 
included the preparation and review of at least four drafts of the present application. 
These drafts were exchanged between patent counsel aud ourselves (through assignee of 
the present application). Specifically, separate drafts were forwarded on or about June 
11, 2003; October 9, 2003, October 14, 2003 and October 1 5, 2003. 

6. Internal meetings of assignee, wliich meetings included ourselves, were 
conducted in September 2003, in which various design and materials considerations of 
the present invention were analyzed. 
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7. All activity cstabJishlng the dale of conception of the invention and due 
dtUgence from prior to the date of tlie reference to the October 17, 2003 ffling date of the 
present invention occurred in the US, 

8. The attached drawings, the Invention Disclosure and tliia declaration establish 
the present invention was conceived prior to July 30, 2003 and Ihrough due diligence was 
constructively reduced to practice on October 1 7. 2003.
